WasniNarox, Nov. 16, If the members
of Congress have any doubts as to the fact
that this country is on a gold basis, such
doubts will be digpelled on the first Monday
fn Decemdxr, when they gather in the
renovatod halls of legislation,

During the vacation a profusion of paint
ol all colors and shades has been applied
to the interior of the Capitol, and the amount
of gold leaf lavizshed on mouldings and
bosses is enough to make that ardent Sil-
verite, the late Richard P. Bland, turn in
Me grave. No part of the Capitol has
missed the hand of the decorator, for in
their liberality the Senate and the House
have shared the Treasury surplus with
the Supreme Court, whose chambers are
in procees of renovation and adornment.

The fact is that the roofs of the small
domes of the Capitol were on the verge
of collapse, and to put on new roofs necessy-
tated a large number of changes in the
hullding. g small domes were an
architectural feature of the Capitol, for
they eohoed the great dome, and the elivi-
fnation of them seems to leave the long
100! bare and monotonous,

In replacing them by flatter domea with-
oul lanterns ihe architect of the Capitol
has followed the Walters plans for the
extension of the bLuilding, and architects
Yave agraxd that his plan« as worked out
in the big dome and e House and Senate
wings are beyond eriticism. It ix probahle
that the coming Congross will make appro-

The coat rooms, which before were small,
now appear insignificant; and the result
will be that the members will have
to do their visiting in the corridors. It
almost ssems as if another decade would
foree the House to adopt the system of
henches used in the English House of Com-
mons: but then the American legislator is
not the man to sit idle and listen 1o speaches.
He expects to write at a dexk or read news-
papers, and at the same time give attention
to business. Perhaps if Washingion were
as altractive as London the members would
find more reason to stay away; but as it is
the continuous performance in the House
f# the most entertaining thing in the city.

BIG STORM SWEEPS THE LAKES.
Many Wrecks Have Oceurred During the
Three Da)s' Gale.

Cuicaao, Nov. 16.—-For three days the
worst gale of the season has swept the
lakes from the northwest, and there are
now few ships left out to face the storm.
8o complete was the embargo placed on
commerce last night that from every place
where vessels seek shelter came lists con-
talning from twenty to sixty tames, and a
large number of hoats sought refuge from
the gale behind islands and in places where
their names could not be obtained.

A list of over twenty-five losses, due
direotly to the storm, has been reported
from various ports on the lakes, and vessel
men are afraid that all the shipwrecks
have not yet been learned. No loss of
life has attended the disasters reported
The crews of the ships in distreas have left
them to their fate, with two or three ex-
ceptions. More dereliots have been re-
ported on the lakes than in many years,
Amony thesa were the steamboat Emerald
and schooner Marine City. The most
werfous loss is the stranding of the hig
towing schooner Johin Smeaton on the rocks
near Au Train, in Lake Superior. The
water in the river at Detroit is two feet
lower than usual and is causing many
delays

Lake Steamer Hurned to the Water's Fadge.

GREEN Bay,Wis., Nov. 16, As the steamer
Elfiurere was leaving port at ¢80 o'clock
this morning a lamp exploded in the en-
gine rcom.  Engineer Dibble tried in vain
to stop the spread of the flames and they
were soon sweeping the length of the ship
driven by the ‘u ﬁ notthwest gale. The
CTOW Was Comt wlfd to abandon the boat,
nded on the beach in the
harbor. There the boat burned to the
water's edge.  Engineer Dibble was badly
burned and will probably die.

In
five houses one of the detectives traced
fifty-five illegal votes, In one precinct
they say, a committeeman had nglntmw‘l'
several names by afidavit, and almost
every one of these was found to be fictitious.
The men were not known at the addresses
fivon and in every instance they are cred-
ted as lm\'ln.‘ voted.

In another instance, the report states, a
commitieeman reglstered a man from his
own house by affidavit, and he is credited
with having voted, whereas he was a pris-
oner in the oounty jail when rej istered
and is there yet. From one house five men
were reglstered who pever lived there.
They were registered by affidavit, and all
are eredited with havirg voted. One man
was sick In bed and unable to vote, and his
brother voted for him as well as for himself.
He said when questioned that a committee-
man assured him it would be all right. A
man who commit ted suicide two months ago
was registered and is credited with Laving
voted. Many fletitious names wore regis-
tered from sddresses which proved to be
vacant lota, and all are credited with having
voted

Fvery affidavit made by committee-
men has been investigated, and a great
many found, it is alleged, to be fravdulent.
A list of men who declared they had not
voted was procured by the detectives and
many of them are credited with having
voted. On the other hand, one man says
he voted six times at 81 a vote, A Ger-
